‘Merchant  of  Venice’  Players 
Draw  Critics’  Appreciation

The  University  Theatre  gained  new'  respect  last  wefek  by  bring- 
ing to  campus  the  Barter  Theatre’s  production  of  “The  Merchant 
of  Venice.” 

Director  Margaret  Perry  receives  credit  for  a commendable 
job;  Shakespeare  still  claims  highest  plaudits.  Miss  Perry’s  treat- 
ment of  the  script,  while  altering  rather  severely  the  nature  of  the 
suitors  and  in  particular  making  Shylock  a groveling  weakling  in 
his  final  scene,  was  on  the  whole  sound  and  theatrically  exciting. 

Because  so  many  of  us  have  a touch  of  the  “groundling”  in  our 
makeup,  I cannot  help  feeling  that  Miss  Perry’s  generous  supply 
of  buffoonery,  a few  times  bordering  on  the  adolescent,  was  wisely 
inserted.  Be  it  remembered  that  Barter’s  national  tour  is  playing 
t o audiences  many  of  whom  have  had  little  experience  in  theatre- 
going  and  even  less  in  seeing  Shakespeare.  These  concessions  to 
ensure  commercial  success  did  not  destroy  the  intelligence  of  “The 
Merchant”  nor  prevent  the  cast  from  oarrying  it  off  quite  well. 

' Woodrow  Romoff  gave  an  exceptionally  fine  performance  as 
Shylock.  Perhaps  it  was  too  good  for  he  completely  won  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  audience,  leaving  none  iSr  the  Merchant  Antonio. 
This  may  be  attributed  directly  to  Miss  Perry’s  treatment  which 
would  not  pull  Romoff’s  character*  down  a level. 

'There  was  less  to  Sylvia  Short’s  portrayal  of  Portia  than  met 
tbs' eye.  She  was  content  to  dazzle  us  (I  was;  weren’t  you?)  with 
her  physical  endowments  until  the  trial  scene  in  which  she  got 
around  to  the  serious  business  of  being  Portia.  Here  she  succeeded 
where  decolletage  did  not. 

Bassanio  is  an  important  character  who  should  soar  aloft  in 
occasional  flights  of  poetry.  Barter’s  earthbound  John  Hallow 
floundered  in  a mire  of  technique.  Indeed  he  was  weak  throughout 
having  all  the  aspects  of  talent  but  no  talent. 

The  cast  generally  was  satisfactory  considering  the  enormous 
difficulty  of  maintaining  qu^ity  and  discipline  after  a year  and  a 
half  of  touring.  Perhaps  they,  Understandably  tired,  are  to  be 
blamed  for  failure  to  integrate  business  in  sustained  ensemble 
playing.  Miss  Perry’s  stage  pictures  may  have  been  lovely  and  art- 
ful a year  ago;  but  not  now  with  mechanics  obvious.  Be  all  this  as 
it  may,  “’The  Merchant”  was  a lively  evening,  and  an  appreciated 
addition  to  the  theatre  season. 


LEGISLATIVE  LEANINGS

IOC's  last  meeting  was  a re- 
freshing experience.  In  sharp 
contrast  to  several  of  this  year’s 
sessions,  last  week’s  council  gath- 
ering was  an  example  of  just 
what  IOC  can  accomplish.  The 
council  moved  through  an  eve- 
ning of  the  most  significant  legis- 
lation to  come  before  the  body 
for  some  time,  and  on  the  whole, 
it  was  a pretty  orderly  session. 

For  example,  a motion  to  form 
a rules  committee  met  with  such 
widespread  approval  that  it  was 
passed  almost  immediately.  'This 
committee  will  chew  proposed  leg- 
islation into  digestible  form,  and 
will  also  form  a schedule  for 
IOC’s  weekly  rneetings.  While, 
this  is  but  the  first  step  in  what 
must  eventually  become  a drastic 
revision  of  IOC  legislative  pro- 
cedure, there  ^ould  t>e  a big  in- 
crease in  the  council’s  ability  to 
handle  legislation  as  a result  of 
this  committee. 

Further  along  this  line,  IOC’s 
departmental  and  social  unit  com- 
mittees did  a bang  up  job.  While 
both  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  reports,  the  social  unit 
group  deserves  something  a little 
special. 


Social  units  at  the  Y are  faced 
with  the  problem  of  maintaining 
standards  set  up  by  the  Universi- 
ty (no  black  balj  or  discrimina- 
tion, etc.),  as  indeed  they  must, 
and  at  the  same  time  maintain 
some  kind  of  sensible  size.  Social 
units  certainly  have  their  place 
on  campus.  Witness  this  year’s 
Homecoming  parade,  the  Christ- 
mas_  drive,  the  Snow  Carnival 
and  so  on.  But  they  must  not 
compromise  with  established 
principles! 

The  social  unit  committee  has 
recommended  that  a central  com- 
mittee on  rushing  procedures  be 
established.  'Ihis  committee  would 
handle  all  rushing  activities,  re- 
view complaints  for  submission 
to  the  penal  court,  and  deter- 
mine, by  a system  of  interviews, 
whether  or  not  any  student  had 
been  slighted. 

This  is  admittedly  a stop-gap 
measure,  for  this  committee  ob- 
viously won’t  solve  the  problem. 
'The  IOC  committee  must  continue 
its  efforts.  And  of  course,  until 
both  social  unit  affiliates  and  in- 
dependent students  become  %ware 
of  their  responsibilities — toler- 
ance, objectivity  and  fairness — 
there  win  remain  a problem.
